EUROPEAN PEACE.

New York, July 26.—A London

In 
India the English have expended vast 
sums in repairing the old broken-down 
storage reservoirs of the natives, and 
in the construction of new irrigation | 
works of immense capacity. Our 
Government has in the region west of 
the Rocky mountains much such 


a country as the British possess in In- 
dia, should do something in aid 
of those who are struggling to rescue 
it from the wilderness. It is proposed 
that the geological survey shall select 
sites for storage reservoirs, and it is 
to obtain from Congress an 
appropriation of $250,000 with which 
to begin,” as is stated, the prelimi- 
nary work of selecting sites for dams, 
reservoirs and canals, etc.“ 
This at least Bhows that some im- 
pression is being made at uar- 
ters. But what we would prefer to 
gee, says the Lnterprise, would be 
$250,000 expended at once in the 
actual construction of a reservoir at 
some favorable point as an example 
of the benefits~to be derived from 
works of the kinds—as a sample work. 
As regards a site for such a work, 
there need not be much time spent in 
making preliminary surveys. In 
every section between the two great 
mountain ranges we know where there 
are sites for storage reservoirs and can 
at once point them out. There are 
thousands of unoccupied sites, the im- 
provement of which would involve 
too great an outlay to be undertaken 
by individual enterprise, therefore the 
Government would have before them 
at once a half a continent of sites from 
which to choose. as they lie unappro- 
iated. The engineers of the Geo- 
ogical Survey already have enough 
work on their hands. After the utility 
of the business has been made plain 
to the people of the whole country, by 
the construction of one great work, 
there should be appointed a special 
corps of hydrographical engineers to 
continue the construction of reservoirs 
and canals in all- places where they 
are required. 


INDIAN DEPREDATIONS. 


Passage of an impertant Measure 
by the Meuse. 


A dispatch from Washington, which 
is of interest to many people in the 
sagebrush country, says: The bill 
providing for an adjustment of Indian 
depredation claims passed the House 
on Saturday night. California, Ore- 
gon, Nevada and the Pacific Terri- 
tories have all had bills pending for re- 
lief for their citizens. The adjustment 


will involve claims on the Pacific 
coast amounting to $5,0)0,000, The 
congressmen from the West are jabi- 
lant over their victory. Whitthorne 
of Tennessee,Hermann of Oregon and 
Symes of Colorado have been the most 
active legislators in this matter. Mr. 
Whitthorne, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated to the House that this 
measure met the approval of the de- 
partment, and was the best on which 
all could agree. Representative Her- 
mann stated in the debate that 6,000 
of these claims are now pending before 
the commissioner, and he believed 
those from Oregon alone will approxi- 
mate in value nearly $2,000,000. 

“The bill provides for a commission 
or court of three judges, to be known 
as the Court of Indian Depredation 
Claims,“ with authority to review all 
testimony and affidavits on claims now 
before the Interior Department, al- 
lowed and disallowed, and to consider 
others to be filed, and to award to 
claimants the actual cash value of 
property taken and destroyed at the 
time and place of depredation, The 
judgment is final, but rehearings are 
permitted on a proper showing, if 
made before the estimates are submit 
ted from the Treasury Department to 
Congress for the appropriation. Five 
special agents shall be appointed, with
